Foreign Credit of the United States. 
The extraordinary amount of Government 


stocks transferred to foreigners during last 
week, is the subject -of gratifying remark. 
As stated by one of our Washington cor- 
respondents, more than six hundred and 
thirty thousand dollars were sent aboard in 
six days. 
At the same rate, it would re- 


quire less than two years to transfer the 
whole funded debt of the United States into 
the hands of foreign capitalists. 
This iso- 


lated fact (remarks a letter writer,) justifies 
an eacouraging reflection upon our future 
prosperity, while it also furnishes an instruc- 
tive source of retrospection. 
In 1842, Con- 


gress passed an act authorizing—if remem- 
bered rightly—a loan of five millions of dol- 
lars. 
The Secretary of the Treasury com- 


missioned (Jol. Robinson, of Pittsburg, 
t-j 


negotiate those bonds abroad. 
They were 


hawked through all the money markets of 
Europe, from London to Amsterdam, with- 
out finding a purchaser, and hardly a bid- 
der, who seemed to recognize the responsi- 
bility of the government 
He returned un- 


der a most humiliating conviction of our 
limited credit abroad. "The loan was sub-' 
sequentiy sold in Wall street, and almost 
without competition, at 98•}—erne and a 
half per cent below par. 
The same classes 


of securities are now bought by the same 
European capitalists, at a, prvininm of ei<:h- 


portuuities given to industry and eutcrpri/.e, 
and with the diffusion of knowledge by com- 
mon schools, speaks with much emphasi- 
and force iu favor of the superiority of our 
institutions. 
Yet a great deal remains to be 


done still in this country in the way of eleva- 
ting labor, combining it with intelligence, giv- 
ing it i ncruased assurances i if com fort—a great 
deal, too, in the way of causing education to 
be more thoroughly diffused, so that itmi-rht 
come to be regarded as the birthright of'aii 
American citizen. The tendencies, however, 
in both respects are onward. Every year 
mu.-t witness some advance in each improve- 
ment. 
\\ e have been a self-governing peo- 


ple bv virtue, in sojne measure, of habit, 
traditions common law usages, familiarity 
with the formulas of local administration", 
old Anglo-Saxon instincts. 
But as chaiure.- 


go on, as innovations take place, as the re- 
quirements of now eras tend to displace the 
customs and ideas of previous epochs, it will 
be necessary t-i substitute the self-govern- 
ment of rational intelligence and hitrh mor- 
al sentiment in the place of those transmit- 
ted elements which the mutations of the 
times may remove. 
Every age has its own

them—if it possesses the sag.icity to per- 
ceive them and the candor tfT acknowledire 
them, as they arc. 
We have been eminent- 


ly fortunate as a people, but increase of 
years brings an increase of responsibilities.

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The Grett Swimmer. 


An 
Unexampled Fait of Strength, and 


Kiuluniiux.—We do not know that we have 
<jvcr cither heard, or read, of a more singu- 
lar instance of strength and omlunincc in a 
horse, than is evidenced in the following in- 
cident furnished us by our friend, Capt. 
Wai. A. Stephenson, of this county. 
In 


January last, Capt. Stephenson started 
South with a drove of mules and horses, and 
proceeded with them as fur as tlic junction 
of the Big Warrior and Little Warrior Riv- 
ers, where they form the Black Warrior, in 
Blouut county, Ala. 
Here he found the 


bridge across Big Warrior—the usual cross- 
ing place—had been swept a way by the high 
waters, and the ferry boat entirely too small 
and frail to carry hip stock over in safety. 
He at once determined to swim them across 
as the only means left of enabling him t<t 
proceed with them promptly to his destina- 
tion, and they were accordingly driven, into 
the current, and started across the river. 
With great difficulty they lauded safe, with 
the exception of a large chestnut sorrel, who 
probably entering the stream too low, was 
swept gradually down by the force of the 
current, till its depth and rapidity, and the 
steepness of the river bank rendered it im- 
possible to get him out. Capt. Stephenson 
followed him along the bank for several 


_ jnilcs, from_half-past_twD_o'clock Monday 


afternoon, until late at night, when it be- 
came too dark to see him, the horse still 
swimming against the current, and breast- 
ing its whole force -with the most determined 
resolution. 
On Tuesday, Capt. Stevenson 


offered a reward to any one who should get 
him out alive; a number of the neighbors 
watched the gallant s \vimiiicf, but without 
being able to make any successful attempt 
towards his rescue. Several times he made 
towards the bank, but it? rocky steepness 
prevented his getting a foothold and sent 
him back to buffet, vainly against the sweep- 
ing current. At one time a heavy piece of 
drift wood struck his back, and even with 
this heavy burden pressing on him, he strug- 
gled upward as bravely but as ineffectually 
as before. 
The darkness of the night again 


hid him from their view, and none believed 
that he could survive the long and chilling 
struggle. 
On Wednesday morning, how- 


ever, the watchers on the bank again found 
the noble animal, some miles lower down, 
still with his head up stream, and bravely 
contending with the cold and powerful cur- 
rent. Through all that day he maintained 
his position against the stream, though still 


• carried farther down every hour, until, to- 


wards night, he iieared a temporary island 
formed by a slue running over the lower 
grounds adjoining it. 
At this point a -wor- 


thy old farmer of the neighborhood, Mr.' 
John Porter, succeeded in turning him to- 
wards the island, which, with great difficulty, 
he succeeded in reaching. So soon as he 
saw him safely landed, Mr. Porter procured 
a halter, and at great personal 
hazard, 


about 8 o'clock on Wednesday night, waded 
through the slue, supporting himself by the 
brush and undergrowth, until he reached 
the island, a distance of some 70 or 80 yards, 
from whence he soon returned "with the gal- 
lant "swimmer," safely and successfully. 
Chilled, wearied, aud worn down with the 
long struggle from Monday afternoon at 
2J o'clock, till Wednesday nightatS o'clock,

good housewives clean their houses fron 
garret to cellar, it may be well to say a 
words on the subject. 
When you was! 


paint, don't use soft soap and warm water 
for that will take off the paint as well as th 
dirt. Use cold water and hard soap.— 
Scrub the floors with soft soap, and dm/' 
put down the carpets until the floor is per 
fcct.ly dry. 
Always put down some fine 


clean (mind clean) straw under the carpet 
and lay it smooth and level. 
Carpets may 


be cleaned by pounding them in strong soap 
suds, and washing them well out of the 
soap. 
The suds must be very strong anc 


cold. This is done by cutting down the 
hard soap and dissolving it in warm water 
the suds should feel slippery between the 
fingers. Bedsteads should receive a com- 
plete scrubbing with soap and water, and 
not be put up until perfectly dry. The 
seams and holes should then be anointed 
with corrosive sublimate dissolved in alcohol 
or sulphur mixed with camphine, or a solu- 
tion of the chloride of zinc. 
No person 


should go to sleep in a damp bedroom.— 
Many^people, by overlooking this caution 
during house-cleaning season, catch severe 
colds, and make their beds with the clods of 
the valley before the subsequent Christinas. 
Always commence to clean at the top of the 
house, and descend by steady and regular 
stages.

The first mate of the Wayne states that 


she came to Sandu«ty with ten steerage pas- 
sengers and twenty in the cabin. "Frora 
Sandnsky she took twenty-four additional 
passengers, and her crew, numbering thirty 
more, making in all eighty-four souls on 
board. 
Nineteen of the ^rew and thirty of 


the passengers are saved, likely to recover. 


The total loss in killed and missing, as 


far as could be ascertained, is put down at 
from thirty-five to forty passengers. 


Of those badly scalded and "likely to re- 


cover, are fifteen of the crew, including both 
iu:itc-s. the clerk and saloon keeper; also two 
children, three firemen, one porter, two deck 
hands, the bar-keeper and chambermaid.
